These include
Joe Leonard of San Jose, who
won his sixth national TT at
Peoria and his 27th national
race; Dick Dorresteyn of San
Pablo, second to Leonard:
Dickie Mann of El Sobrante,
third, and Dick Hammer,
Lakewood, fifth,

Hammer will be going for
his fourth straight Ascot
stteplechase victory and de-
fends his new 15-lap expert
class record of 12:31.07, set
Aug. 6.

Keen, upset last week by
Morley, will be trying to start
a new winning streak in the
half-mile track races Friday
night. Competition for the
Pasadena rider will be tough-
er than ever, for in addition
to O'Brien, the field will in-
clude Sammy Tanner of Bell-
flower, home from his eastern
campaign.,

Racing both Friday and
Sunday nights starts at 8:30
o’clock, one-lap qualifying at
7 pm. The Ascot track is at
183rd and Vermont.
